In about forty days 
ye arrived in the bay of Stephano, in 
that part of Greece formerly called La- 
cedemonia and Sparta, but now Miſiſtra, 
Here we landed a few hundred troops, 
ith a quantity of arms and ammunition, 
intended to ſupply the native Chriſtian 
Greeks, who joined us in numbers, and 
many of them being ſupplied with arms, 
Vere not willing, as they at firſt propo- 
(ed, to form into regiments and learn 
3 | our 
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our diſciplite, or take an active part with 


us in the general progreſs of the war. 


This they declined, and wiſhed that we 
ſhould ' defend their country whilſt they 


only meant to ſkulk or defend their pa. 


trimony. Admiral Spiritoff, previous to 
our arrival, was for ſome months at Na. 
varino; and the Turkiſh pacha, or ad- 
miral, who was by this time arrived in 
theſe ſeas, had orders to attack and def- 


troy the former Ruſſian admiral's ſqua: 


dron previous to our junction. Admiral 
Elpbinſtone received information that 
the enemy was near; but not apprized 
of our being in theſe. ſeas, | he- flip- 
ped his cables, ſet fail, and the next 
day met and engaged the Ottoman 
fleet.

Wed! in landing 3000 janizaries, or land 
forces, for the defence of that place. I 
vas left on ſhore in Sparta with the 
troops. Our intention was to croſs Ar- 
cadia, and join Prince Dolgorouky, who 
was then befieged at Patraſs; but having 
little confidence in our new allies, we 
were informed that an army of 5000 
Turks were on their march to cut us off. 
Our ſituation was dangerous, and we 
ſhould have certainly paid for our inva- 
fion, had it not been for the very fortunate. 
and ſpeedy junction of our fleet. Here I 
had the honour of getting acquainted with 
the Earl of Effingham, who ſerved as a 
volunteer. This nobleman, for activity 
and liberality, deſerves more encomiums 
than my pen can write, and ſeemed to 
ſmile at hardſhips on perilous occaſions. 
Admiral Spiritoff withdrew from Corone, 
and arrived to effect our retreat. Mat- 
(chal Comte Orloff, High Admiral, failed 
in ſearch of Admiral Elphinſtone, but 
miſſed each other.

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Here it was neceffary for him to take in 

freſh water, which he had not done fince 


he leſt England. While Spiritoff and El- 


phinſtone were concerting meaſures, we 
remained in our camp, on ſhore; Which 
was defended by chevaux de friſe, and 
ſurrounded by ſeveral hundred Greek 
women and children, who eſcaped from a 
maſſacre which happened a few days be- 


fore, at Napoli di Romania, where the 


landed troops beforementioned fell on, 
and put to the ſword all the Greek in- 
habirants, without remor 
Thoſe unfortunate women and. children 
fled from the carnage, while their huſ- 

bands, fathers, and brothers lay wallow- 
ing in their warm blood, to ſeek protec- 
tion from us, which we could not long 
afford them. It was death, by an ordi- 
nance of the Empreſs of Ruſſia, for any 
of the officers or ſoldiers to ſeduce the 
Greek women; in conſequence of which 
they were not admitted into our camp on 
any pretence. Amongft them, I took

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notice of a very. beauxiful young lady of 
diſtinction, whom on enquiry 1 found to 
be a princeſs of Palameda. Her lovely 
perſon and. dejected ſituation gave emo- 
tion to many paſſions of the moſt tender 
and honourable kind.

The method of threſhing corn in Greece:

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LETTER XXVL 


London, February 15, 1786. 
AR ON Pahlen ordered me to ſee 
LD the troops embarked before I quit- 
ted the ſhore. Lieutenant M*Kenzie, an 
active gallant officer, commanded the 
boats, and had ſtrict orders to admit no wo- 
man on board. I had my duty, and the 
prefervation of the princeſs at heart. She 
had at this place a ſmall boat, in which 
the made her eſcape : it was now drawn 
on ſhore, and ſerved for her Highneſs's 
pavilion, in which by the aſſiſtance of 
an awning made of her wearing apparel, 
which had a ſplendid appearance, and 
ſcreened her from the heat of the wea- 
ther. The infide or floor was covered 
with rich peliſes, trimmed with the fineſt 
ermine. Indeed, Colonel, were it not 

for 
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for her diſtreſs, the toute enſemble was de- 
ſerving of youthful adoration, As ſhe 


ſpoke Italian and French, I was able to 


converſe with her, and we conſulted how 
to effect her eſcape from the purſuing 
barbarians. In this deplorable ſituation, 
ſhe ardently ſolicited my proteCtion ; and 


in the repetition of her ſolicitations ſhe 
kiſſed my hand, and bathed it with tears 


of ſorrow. I muſt confeſs that my eyes 
caught the tender infection, and I here 


determined to ſtay on ſhore, and periſh 


with her, arm in arm. Loſt in thought, 
I caſt my eyes towards the ſea, and at 


that precious moment ſaw a ſhip with the 
Venetian colours flying, approach our 


fleet. Tranſported at this fight, I in the 
extaſy of joy claſped and embraced her 


in my arms, and then pointed at the ſhip, 


which apologized for the liberty I had 


taken. A dawn of hope now ſpread a 


vivid chearfulneſs on her lovely counte- 
nance, which was hitherto veiled with 


ſorrow. She told , that ſhe had an 
_ uncle 
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uncle at Venice, who was a Cardinal; 
and that her father had depoſited ſeven 
thouſand ſequins (about 3000l. ſterling 


in that bank, and if ſhe could arrive 


there it would in ſome manner leſſen her 
ſorrows, or at leaſt reſcue her from the 


approaching danger. I promiſed to put 
her on board the Venetian, and ſtepped 
into one of our boats, where I got a log- 
line about twenty fathom long, and fa- 
tened it to her boat, and ardered the fol- 
diers to launch it; and taking ſeemingly 
leave of her, I-madwgþe line faſt to the 


ſtern of my boat, as I knew it would be 


the laſt that quitted the beach. Her 
boat remained the length of the line be- 
hidd mine, and it being now duſk, Lieu-

gave her boat any aſfiſtance. 


this pleaſant cruize, till darkneſs fa- 
roured me to draw her along fide. Night 
removed all reſtraint, and I ſtepped into

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tudethe embrace I had given her on ſhore, 
She told me, that if I would accompany 
her to Venice, ſhe could then convince 
me of her gratitude by offering me the 
ſmall remnant of her ruined fortune, as a 
reward for my great humanity in her pre- 
ſervation. I told her, that I could not 
in honour quit the ſervice, as we were at 
the eve of avenging on the Infidels the 
murder of her father and brother, but 
ſhould ſucceſs favour our deſign, I would 
then be happy to throw myſelf and the 
laurel at her feet. She preſſed my hand 
in her's, and exclaimed, Would to God 
that day might arrive! 


I went on board the Venetian, leaving 
her in the boat, and told the captain | 
could recommend a perſon of diſtinction 
to him, who wiſhed to be his paſſenger 
to Venice, and would liberally reward 
him, if he behaved with politeneſs and 
ſtrict honour, which was requiſite on this

This expreſſion ſurprized all preſent 
each ſeemed anxious to learn the means.

The Venetian ſhip is permitted to de- 
depart. It was here determined to ſeek 
the Turkiſh fleet. Admiral Spiritoff re- 
ſigned the command, although a ſenior 
officer to Admiral Elphinſtone, who 
changes flags with him; we ſteered our 

courſe ſouthward and in a few hours 
doubled Cape St. Angelo, and about 
eleven A.M. eſpied che Turkiſh fleet at 


ſearch of us, as we obſerved by their 
courſe, but the infidels perceiving the 
additional reinforcement of four line of 


rencontre, they changed their courſe 
and ſeemed to avoid a combat by flight.

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This was a noble, may I ſay the moſt 
pleaſant and glorious chaſe Lever beheld, 
Admiral Elphinſtone's ſhip diſplayed ſo 


great a variety of flags for ſignals that 


ſhe appeared like a garland of a May 
morn; the weather being fine we crouded 
ſail and gained on the Infidels very faſt. 
The Turk, perſuaded that we would 
ſoon come up with him, formed a line of 
battle off the iſland of Sidra, on the coaſt 
of Romania, having the bay of Napoli 


on his right, and the gulf of Corinth on 


his left. This ſituation enabled him in 
caſe of a defeat to take refuge in either 


Ports, which was thought by our Offi | 
cers a very ſkilful manceuvre, 


It was here rather unlucky for us that 
Admiral Spiritoff's ſhips could not fail 
as faſt as Admiral Elphinſtone's; the 


latter made repeated fignals for them to 
Hoiſt top gallant Royals, which ſignals 
not being anſwered or put into Ex- | 


ecution, it is ſaid that Elphinſtone pro- 
| voked 
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voked at this diſobedience, and ſuſpe&- 
ing that their delay proceeded from 
cowardice, ordered, as I was informed, 
ſome of the loaded guns to be fired az 
the ſternmoſt ſhips, in order if poſſible. 
to bring them into the line of Battle; 
but all his exertions at that critical 
period proved ineffectual. It was then | 
one o'clock. P. M. and four ſhips of the

when it grew calm, and it was impoſſible 
tor Spiritoff to come to our ſuccour be- 
ing a league behind. In this advantage- 
- MW ous fituation we attacked a fleet of fix- 
teen ſhips of the line, and cannonaded 
them till night, which put an end to the 
conflict, During this Engagement the 
Turks loaded ſome of their great guns 
wth marble ſhot, one of which came on 
board Elphinſtone's ſhip, but did no 
material injury. Commodore B. of 
Elphinſtone's ſquadron, gave his ſword 
o Mr. Boyd, an Iriſh Gentleman, who

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was ſatling-maſter on Board, and betook 


bimſelf to his cabin. However Mr. 
Boyd gallantly fought the ſhip from the 
beginning to the end, _ 


The Enemy, under cover of the night 


and the aſſiſtance of their row gallies, 


ſheered off, and were not viſible the 


next morning, when hot debates enſued 

between our Admirals. Spiritoff pleaded 
that he had no top gallant royals, as ſuch

Here we took in plenty of wine. The 
ſon of Bacchus firſt taught the culture of 
the vine in this iſland; their red wine 
deemed the beſt in Greece.

\ N our arrival near the iſland, we in- 

tended failing to Egripos, the capi- 
tal ; but finding the navigation difficult 
and fingular, our ſhips of force were 
ordered into Port Rafty, in Livadia. 
Admiral Elphinſtone hoiſted his flag on 
board the Count Cherncheff, Captain 
Diſhington, mounting twenty-ſix guns, 
accompanied by the ſhips Panin and 
Orloff, of eighteen guns each. 


With this little ſquadron we failed up 

the river Euripus, that divides the iſland 
from the main, about nine miles, when 
we heard a battery firing furiouſly, meant 
either as I ſuppoſe, to intimidate or ſaluts 


us, when we hoiſted Turkiſh colours 
| thoug] 
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though at this time diſtant about ſeven 
miles. Egripos was the general rendez-_ 
vous of the gallies: but being informed 
that there had been none there for ſome 
time, at noon we anchored within cannon 
ſhot of a ſmall caſtle called Velno, when 
Earl Efingham told me it was to be at- 
tacked by ſurprize in the night, Iwaited 
on the Admiral, and offered my ſervice 
on the expedition, which being approved 
of, at duſk we filled three boats with 
| ſoldiers, . in which Lord Effingham, 
Major Pahlen, and myſelf commanded, 
The noblemen ſeemed each ambitious 
of being the firſt that landed; an emu- 
lation of this kind gives ardour to the 

troops, and a thirſt for glory. 


I reached the beach with my boat 
and landed, whilſt the Earl and Baron 
were obliged with their men to wade to 
the ſhore, their boats being ſtranded. 
We ſurrounded the caſtle, which was by 
W this time abandoned.

' mortar, a ſmall quantity of gunpowder, 
ſome very curious fire-arms, inlaid with 
mother of pearl, coral, garnets, &c, &, | 
we left a ſmall party in it, and returned 
on board.

We ſet ſail, and joined our fleet near

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Bacchus, on account of the excellent 
wines it produced. The chief town is 
Parachi, built on the ruins of the antient 
Paros; in the walls whereof are fine 
marble architraves, pedeſtals, and other 
exquiſite pieces of carved marble, the 
remains of antient Paros. 


Lemnos, or Stalimene, is fituated in 
the northern part of the Agean ſea, or 
Archipelago ; is of a ſquare form, twen- 
ty-five miles in length, about ſeventy 
miles ſouth of Mount Athos, on the 
continent of Greece, Its produce con- 
fiſts of corn, wine, and fruit; but their 
principal riches ariſe from a mineral 
earth, called Terra Lemnia, or Terra 
Sigillata, from a ſeal that is put on every 
parcel of it that is ſold to foreigners. It 
is ſaid to have virtue in healing wounds, 
_ expelling poiſons, ſtopping fluxes, &c- 
We are told, that into this iſland Vulcan 
fell from Heaven. 


Hence 
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Hence I ſailed to Tenedos, a little 
iſland oppoſite Froy, in Natolia; behind 
this, it is ſaid, the Grecian fleet retired, 
while the Trojans broke down their walls 
to let in the fatal wooden horſe. 


The iſland of: Skyros lies about ſeven 
leagues north-eaſt from Negropont, it is 


near fixty leagues in circumference; 


the temple of Pallas ſtood here, who was 
patroneſs of it. There are ſtill pillars 
and other ruins of this temple remain- 
ing. | 


Leſbos is ſituated a little weſt of Elea, 
on the coaſt of the Leſſer Aſia, the chief 
town is Mytelene, or Caſtro. Theo- 
phraſtus and Panios, diſciples of Ariſ- 
totle, and the famous Arion, that charm- 


ed the dolphin with muſic ; Ariftotle, 
Epicurus, Pittacus one of the ſeven wiſe 
men, and Sappho the poeteſs, were na- 


ures of this iſland. At my time the 
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women in general were liberal to our 
ſex. 


Samos is ſituated on the coaſt of the 
Leſſer Aſia, oppoſite to Epheſus; a chain 
of mountains runs through the middle 
of it, being of white marble, but co- 
vered with a ſtaple of good earth ; this 

illand produces wine, oil, pomegranates, 
and filk; their muſcadine wine is al- 
lowed to be the beſt in the world. Juno

deſtitute of inhabitants, and only re- 
markable for its noble ruins. 


Cyrbers, or Serigo, is a mountainous 
rocky iſland, and only remarkable for 
being the birth- place of Venus, and of 
- Helen, who was the cauſe of the fiege of 
Troy. The women of this iſſand are

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very handſome, and-eafier of acceſs than 
the Greek women in general. 


The iſland of Santorin firſt appeared 
in the year 1707, by a volcano, which 
formed it, and was preceded 1 in the ad- 
jacent iſlands by convulſions and violent 
ſhakings of the earth, followed by A, 
thick ſmoke, which aroſe from the ſea in 
day-time, and flames of fire in the night, 
accompanied with a terrible roaring noiſe 
under ground, like the firing of cannon. 
It is thirty-two miles in circumference, 
but uninhabited, and dedicated by the 
modern ſuperſtitious neighbours to the 
D—t; for here they ſay Lucifer holds 
nocturnal revels. _ 

Rhodes is twenty-ſix miles from the 
continent of the Leſſer Aſia, and is fifty 
miles long and twenty-five broad. This 
charming iſland abounds in rich wines, 
choice fruits, and all manner of luxury.

The Turks in- 

veſted it in the beginning of the year 

1645, and the garriſon ſurrendered at 

aft in September 1669, on honourable 
terms, after they had been ſtormed 56 

times. The Venetians loſt eighty thou- 
ſand men, and the Turks one hundred 

and eighty thouſand, during this obſti- 

nate and bloody ſiege. 


Cyprus is about thirty miles from the 
coaſt of Syria and Paleſtine, and 1s ſup- 
poſed to have obtained its name from 
the great number of cypreſs trees which 
grow on it. It is one hundred and fifty. 
miles long, and ſeventy broad. The air 
is hot, dry, and unhealthy. Their ſoit 
produces wine, oil, cotton, ſalt, and filk, 
Their beſt wine grows at the foot * 
Mount Olympus. They have a conſi- 
5 derable traffic kx, and conſuls reſide there 
. 4 from 
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6 F: 
from all the trading nations in Europe. 
While Cyprus was in the hands of the 
Chriſtians it was well peopled, having 
near a thouſand villages in it; but ſo 
rhinly inhabited at preſent, that one half 
of the land lies uncultivated. The pre. 
ſent inhabitants conſiſt of Turks, Jews, 
SGteeks, Armenians, and a few Latin 
Chriſtians. This iſland was dedicated to 
Venus: the women proſtitute themſelves 


to ſtrangers, thinking it an act of charity. 
The chief town is Nicoſa, and was for- 


merly the reſidence of their kings. It 
has been under the dominion of many 


nations: Richard the Firſt, King of 


England, being here inhoſ pitably treated, 
conquered it, and: transferred: his right 
to the King of Jeruſalem, who gave it to 
the Venetians. It was ſince taken by the 


Furks in the year 1570, who have ſince 


that period kept poſſeſſion of it.

We returned to the fleet at Paros, which 


was there in readineſs, and again ſail- 
ed in ſearch of the Turkiſh fleet. On 
the 5th of July we ſaw them at anchor on 
the coaſt of Natolia, or the Leſſer Afia, 
in a very advantageous fituation, their 
rear and flanks being covered by ſome 


illands and rocks that lay contiguous to 


the continent: the Turkiſh fleet was con- 
ſiderably ſuperior to ours in force, con- 
fiſting of 15 ſhips of the line, from 69 to 
9o guns, befides a number of xebecks 
and gallies, amounting in the whole to 
zo fail; we had only ten ſhips of the 
line and five frigates ; ſome of the ſhips

without any material advantage on either 


fide. As ſoon as it was dark the Turk- 
iſh ſhips cut their cables, and run into 
a little harbour on the coaſt of Natolis, 


near a ſmall town called Chiſme : thi

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fatal manceuvre was either owing to the 
ignorance of the Captain Pacha, or to 
his want of reſolution, for he perſiſted 
in the execution of it, notwithſtanding 
| the remonſtrances of ſeveral of his of- 
ficers againſt it, who foreſaw and pointed 
out the danger they were expoſed to. 


The Turks had previouſly built ſome 
batteries on ſhore to cover the entrance 
of this little harbour, which was ſo con-

and huddled together, like birds under 
anet, our fleet ſurrounded the mouth 
of the harbour next morning, and an- 
chored within cannon ſhot of them.

I had nothing now. left to 
amuſe me, except killing wild Guinea 
hens, which were here in great abun- 
dance, and monkey hunting, as thoſe 
fort of animals were to be found here in 
large herds.

half a mile . from the land, was likewiſe 
impracticable.

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Inevitable death now preſented itſelf, 
as we had a very dangerous bar to croſs 
near the harbour's mouth; hundreds 


crouded to the beach anxious for our 


ſafety, as we ſhould imagine, but I am 
ſorry to inform you, that curiofity and 
hopes of plunder were their motives. 
Though our brig was ſmall, ſhe ſtruck 
on the bar with-great violence; then re- 
bounding, in a ſecond ſhe ſtruck again, 


bulged and filled: here we remain- 


ed ſome time laſhed to the maſts, with 
the French flag hoiſted as a fignal of 
diſtreſs, torn to pieces, and the ſea break- 
ing mountains high over our miſerable 


heads. In this fituation we ſtuck to the 


wreck for two hours; the poor French

I muſt confeſs, Colonel, that I was 
fool hardy, or at leaſt I did not think 


myſelf ſo totally loſt, as I was not above

which was low and ſandy. I ftrove al 
in my power to give courage and hopes 
to my deſpairing eompanions, who were 
determined to ſtick to the wreck till ſhe 
went to pieces; finding my admonitions 
had no effect, I ſprang into the ſea, and 
was inſtantaneouſly buried in a grave of 
ſand upon the beach, where I was nearly 
ſuffocated before I could extricate my- 
ſelf from the beating furges; and fhould 
have even then periſhed had it not been 
for the timely affiſtance of the fpectators, 
who dragged me farther on fhore; when 
by the affiftance of many large draughts 
of brandy, I recovered,” and caſting my 
eyes on the ſtruggling bark, ' beheld my 
companions with greater horror, though 
I was now myſelf in ſafety, than I did 
when I partook of their danger. 


By this time, the brig ſplitting in the

The fourth 
ſucceeded and got on board; and letting 
their boat drive on ſhore, they by force,
